TAX PROTEST COMMITTEE 
CONTINUES THEIR FIGHT 


Bonanza For Barry To Be 
At W. R. Sidenfaden Home 


The "Tax Protest Committee” met again last Monday 
night to further their organization, to hear the latest de¬ 
velopments on tests that were sent out, and to formulate 
what action would be 
taken, and the direction 
that the committee would 
embark. 

Only a handful of prop¬ 
erty owners were present to 
hear the various reports of 
those speaking. Ted Stetson, 
temporary chairman stated 
that it would not be neces¬ 
sary to call future meetings 
of the taxpayers, until such 
time as the committee con¬ 
cluded its findings, contact¬ 
ed the attorneys as to the 
direcion of action and the 
costs involved. 

The committee feels that 
it has two courses of action, 
to either go before the Tax 
Appeal Board in a joint ac¬ 
tion of all property owners 
and plea that inadequacies 


appear in the assessment 
roll and that equalization 
should be given to Sierra 
Madre property owners. 

The other action would 
be in the form of a joint tax 
suit against the various 
taxing agencies, who had 
prepared their budgets and 
set their tax rates prior to 
the completion of the as¬ 
sessment rolls, and by so 
doing received more money 
than they intended to re¬ 
ceive or asked from Sierra 
Madre property owners. 

The committee hopes to 
meet within the next week 
to formulate its findings 
and action procedure.
